As you all know today is sup­ 
posed to be the four himdredth 
anniversary ta the binh of Wil­ 
liam Shakespeare 
This » an 
appropriate occasion therefore 
to talk about the role of small 
colleges in offering the tradi­ 
tional liberal arts education 
why such an education is im­ 
portant. and what business can 
do lo promote it 
In the past year of intensive 
travel around our country 
I 
have learned much For a presi­ 
dent of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States trav­ 
el is extensive and sometimes 
arduous but ai ways rewarding 
As would be expected, most of 
it involves groups associated 
with business For that reason 
I am enjoying this particular 
visit and the opportunity as it 
were, to further broaden 
my 
horizons, if even briefly I my­ 
self am a product of smaller ed­ 
ucational institutions and 
for 
that reason may be described 
as biased I believe in them and 
their role in producing a broad­ 
ly educated people 
My concern for many years 
has been with federal intrusions 
into all areas of our national 
existence 
As in almost every 
type of federal involvement in 
local or regional matters in the 
field of education it has cre­ 
ated stresses and unbalances; 
these have particulars- affected 
smaller institutions It ais© has 
created 
opportunities 
which 
should be seized upon if we are 
to continue to preserve princi­ 
ples of academic freedom and 
the cultural foundations that un­ 
til recent years have been the 
responsibility of all college? and 
universities rn our '.and 
The atmosphere to be found 
on this campus and hundred? of 
similar campuses- around the 
country is distinctly different 
from that to be found in larger 
institutions where a factory-like 
philosophy and a federally fund­ 
ed intrastructure has grown up 
behind the ivy A distinction ha* 
always existed to be sure but 
the increasing functionalism of 
our larger universities has all 
but ignored the liberal arts tra­ 
dition Only in the smaller col­ 
leges can we hope to preserve 
the ideals and aspirations of 
that tradition today Here it is 
that the unique institution gi\ 
en to the world by American 
education — the liberal arts col­ 
lege — must be retained and 
strengthened If we do not Or­ 
well’s nightmare of ISM will be 
crowding rn upon us long before 
its due date 
It is obvious that the large 
public and private colleges and 
universities of the United States 
have u n d e r g o n e profound 
changes withal the past twenty 
years What is not so obvious 
is that w me of these changes 
are disquieting — profoundly so 
History teaches us that deep 
changes rn national chaUengts 
or economic patterns ofter, set 
up a momentum that carries far 
beyond the intellectual capacity 
to assimilate it The one we are 
concerned with had its begin­ 
nings in World War II Urgen­ 
cies for war-oriented 
studies 
leaving to military command 
and for engineering and scien­ 
tific personnel generated 
the 
momentum that carried over 
into the swollen enrollments of 
the Gl-bill era 
At the same 
time. there w e r e intensified 
pressures for engineering, med­ 
ical. scientific, and technical 
graduates required by modern 
technology 
and 
population 
growth Compounding the prob­ 
lem was what might be termed 
the surge of the middle-class 
tide This tide ran toward large 
and well-known colleges 
and 
universities as non-college par­ 
ents. relatively unsophisticated 
sought ‘ name ' institutions for 
their children 
There was in this period, a 
distressing failure on the part of 
small colleges in that they did 
not emphasize t h e i r cultural 
values and the advantages of 
the disciplines t h e y taught 
They were, too often, placid and 
content that their traditions re­ 
mained inviolate At the same 
time. sophisticated and expen­ 
sive 
professional 
fund-raismg 
techniques applied by large col­ 
leges began to siphon off funds 
which . otherwise 
might have 
been available to the smaller 
and equally deserving schools 
Sophisticated work with foun­ 
dations led to the outpouring of 
these funds 
mto the 
larger 
schools At the same time the 
wave of federal largesse began 
its swell to tidal proportions 
The smaller institution and its 
liberal arts traditions became a 
cockleshell in the fiscal and 
political cross-currents of the 
rough sea of federal aid 
The most marked pressure on 
higher education by far in the 
past decade has been that of 
the federal government It is 
rapidly becoming a Franken­ 
stein both to those who axmins­ 


ter the federal programs and 
to those who receive these fed­ 
eral funds If the pattern con­ 
tinues to develop as it is today 
the nae of the liberal arts 
school and the influences of the 
social science? and the humani­ 
ties will be increasingly 
re­ 
stricted rn larger institutions 
The federal flow today runs 
mto billions, the total depend­ 
ing aper. the statistician and the 
types of fund? included in the 
compilation It is a safe state­ 
ment that, including all funds 
going to colleges and their stu­ 
dents the figure is pushing or 
exceeding the S2 billior mark 
annually 
While we cannot iso­ 
late these figures in details, we 
can determine t h a t , in 1959 
more than 93 per cent of fed­ 
eral funding for research grad­ 
uate fellowships 
and facility 
and equipment grants went to 
IO# institutions 
few of which 
were not m the larger and 
prestige category Of funds for 
’ education and training.’* fit 
per cent went to this federally 
oriented group of lit© 
It is estimated that one-fifth 
of current income for genera 
and educational purposes of the 
more than 2 ODO accredited in­ 
stitutions 
of 
higher 
learning 
comes from the federal treas­ 
ury The imbalance in distribu­ 
tion is such that more than 83 
per cent of such expenditures at 
one institution were federally 
Oenved 
At 
another 
85 per 
cent, yet another 75 per cent 
Much of the research 'Deriding 
is necessary and much of it is 
desirable yet we must ask how 
f^ee ire institutions that depend 
to such an extent upon federa 
expenditure*” 
Assuming that there is some 
validity which we cannot meas­ 
ure in the expenditure program 
above there is virtually none 
in another aspect of federal par­ 
ticipation in college revenues 
This is the many-fac eted com 
petition for talent tha* has de 
v eloped 
and 
is 
intensifving 
among federal agencies and by 
these agencies with private en­ 
terprise This latter competing 
has progressed to a point 
ai 
which it is becoming problem­ 
atic whetner private industry 
will be able to obtain enough 
specialized personnel to provide 
the hardware dom ar,dec by the 
government 
The mtragovern 
men! competition is particular­ 
ly intense among the Depart­ 
ment of Defense the National 
Aeronautics anc Space Agency 
the 
Natxmai 
Institutes 
of 
Health 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission

Foundation 
and m o r e than 
twenty other departments 
or 
bureaus As many as twenty 
may be involved with a single 
institution

example I can cite is of an

ceives a ma toning amount in 
the federal program, there is 
little question about which is fa­ 
vored either by the student or 
the faculty advisor who prefers 
research lo teaching 
The competitive pattern goes 
deeper It draws an abnormal 
proportion of students into aci- 
ence and engineering and then 
concentrates them in the insti­ 
tutions in which federal funds 
are being concentrated 
This. in its turn, channels the 
more highly qualified graduate 
students into the research pro­ 
grams and leaves the less qual­ 
ified to carry on the teaching 
duties, weakening and diluting 
the entire structure of the ed­ 
ucational process 
This same 
factor dictates faculty retention 
as a measure of Washington 
contacts’ 
rather 
than 
aca­ 
demic excellence Some schools 
maintain 
Washington 
staffs 
solely to maintain and extend 
the flow of federal funds upon 
which they have become heav­ 
ily dependent It is significant 
that one major institution re­ 
fers to non-governmental funds 
as “hard 
money 
The infer­ 
ence. intended or not is quite 
clear 
A major area of distortion 
arises rn the construction of fa­ 
culties With the federal govern* 
meet paying half of the cost of 
research facilities the priorities 
of campus construction are af­ 
fected The emphasis again is 
weighted toward the material­ 
istic and away from the social 
sciences, the arts, and the hu­ 
manities 
The semantic retort 
of Shakespeare gives way to the 
materialistic retort of the lab­ 
oratory 
Distortion also occurs when 
it is known that “soft” money 
ts available rn specific areas. 
As one university puts it — 
“faculties tend to submit pro­ 
posals rn subject areas known 
to be well financed and to de­ 


sign them in anticipation of the 
evaluation process by given fed­ 
eral agencies ” This report adds 
that “research efforts are in­ 
fluenced by the easy’ dollar ' 
Still another distortion bes in 
emphasis ufon the doctoral de­ 
gree at the expense of the mas­ 
ter s degree, limiting growth of 
proficiency in the technologies 
required to develop practical 
hardware from abstract theory 
What is the answer” 
There is no single 
simple 
solution 
We must realize that to some 
degree, the trend has been in­ 
evitable through the necessities 
of our time This does not how­ 
ever mean if must continue to 
expand and continue to increas­ 
ingly dominate our educational 
system it needs to be slowed 
down through the appropria­ 
tions process in Congress and 
coordinated by 
administrative 
action in the Executive Depart­ 
ment to lessen inter - agency 
competition TV imbalances it 
offers must be reversed bv ac 
lion within the college and uni­ 
versity structure itself 
Above a1! the small colleges 
of the country must be made 
strong enough and vital enough 
to preserve and extend the lib­ 
eral arts tradition 
It is this 
tradition that has provided the 
educated nucleus 
the gener­
